PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Nov. 19.— 


‘With the military phases of the occu- 
pation and administration of Haiti, as 
at present directed by Admiral Knapp, 
Col. Russell, Gen. Wise, Col. Hooker, 
and their colleagues in the high com- 
mand, President Dartiguenave has no 
gtievance. He knows a good job has 
been done. That in its early stages it 
was wisely done he would not agree. 
He says that too many young officers 
and ill trained officers were intrusted 
with the pacification. 

But he knows that today he can go 
into interior parts of Haiti whither no 
Haitian president for decades has 
dared to go. He knows that, attended 
only by Cal. Russell, whom he respects, 
he can safely enter, make speeches in, 
and leave a Haitian village in entering 
which in 1915 a bullet fired from be- 
hind a cactus hedge would have got 
him. 

Makes Triumphant Tour. 

That thing he did not long ago and 
Russe!l told me the tour went off with 
great éclat and that the president did 
much good to the occupation by speak- 
ing heartily in support of it to the fleld 
hands, the vagroms, and the potential 
bandits. He spoke in the creole patois, 
which is an Africanized French, and 
successfully played the part of a regu- 
lar fellow.

Mrs. Griese sold out her taxicab 
business to Marconi some time ago and 
recently purchased other machines 
and reéntered it under the name of the 
Griese Taxicab company. Marconi is

Last evening, a¢ one watched the 
eager audience at the Auditorium and 
then forgot’ it to become absorbed in 
the singing folk behind the footlights, 
one reali#ed that nothing can dim the 
pérennial charm of La Boheme.”
